ATLANTA, Ga., November 8, 1880.—I had a most 
interesting talk the other day with a quiet, mod- 
est ma:, who is destined to be one of the most 
tremendous forces in the development of the 
} south for the next ten years. Mr. A. Pope, who 
has general charge of the consclidated lines of 
roads and steamers alovg the Atlantic comst, 
through the Carolinas and Virginias. 

THE CONSTITUTION has had a good deal to say 
in a disjointed way about the consolidatior of 
these lines, but I did not understand the purpose 
or the plan of the corsolidation until I had 
talked freely with Mr. Pope, who has been its 
master-spliit from the first toits consumation. 
It isa story that must prove interesting to every 
man interested in the development of the south— 
so here it is. 

“The design of the consolidation’ said Mr. 
Pope, ‘‘was not to establish a monopoly, but 
simply to perfect an understanding—its object 
was not oppression, but peace. Our territory 
was cut up with short lines whose interests were 
common, but whose policies conflicted, through 
misunderstandings, jealousies aid too sharp 
competition. With every road under separate 
management it was possible for the most uvim- 
portant road to derange the entire system—and 
any road that was desperate or irresponsible 
cou:d cripple or bankrupt every road within its 
reach. Then, too, with open competition out- 
siders demanded renates, cut-offs, and special re- 

ductions,and by going from one road to another 
with special bids frequently got the prices below 

paying point.’’
